versaty of the organization, and to hear the 
sweet strains from the orchestra composed of 
members of the Local Union, under the able 
leadership of William E. Cortelyou; listened 
to the various speakers extol the wonderful 
part that music has played in the making of 
great nations and to congratulate the local 
musicians for the grand success they have 
accomplished during the twelve years in the 
advancement of music in this city. 

It was a big success in every respect and 
the 50 members and guests certainly left the 
hall carrying with them pleasant recollections 
of the event of the evening that will live long 
within their memory, as one of the most en- 
joyable celebrattions that the Local has ever 
held during its twelve years of existence. 

Previous to the banquet the members gath- 
ered at the Pennsylvania Railroad station, 
where they met the International officers, and 
with a band composed of members of the 
Local to the number of 32 men, marched over 
George street to Monument Square and then 
back down to the hall, where Mrs. Staplefiela 
and a large corps of waitresses were ready to 
serve the diners with an array of delicious 
dishes.

Rt. Rev. Monsignor John A. O'Grady in- 
voked the divine blessing, after which the 
diners started to make history of the evening. 

When the inner man had been satisfied, 
Charles H. Morris, chairman of the comsmit- 
tee, introduced Toastmaster James V. Burke, 
first President of the Local, who officiated in 
|a most able manner. 

Ex-President Burke in his opening remarks 
dealt wholly with the past of the association, 
its ups and downs throughout its life of 
twelve years, and said: 

“In the year 1902 there were in the city of 
New Brunswick, just four bands. Herete- 
fore no musical federation had been heard of, 
except a so termed Musicians’ League and we 
early appreciated the necessity of protection, 
bond and unity, when our services were aug- 
mented by bands from Newark, and to pay 
these musicians we were frequently compelled 
to sacrifice our own remunerations for the 
out-of-town men. We frequently played for 
the menial price of sixty cents a man per 
night.” 

Mr. Burke continued with the history of 
the early life of the Local, dealing with its 
banding together twelve years ago in a hall 
on Albany street, with a roster of fifty mem- 
bers and with a great dubiousness as to its 
future success; carefully traced its spectacular 
career straight on through its periods of con- 
flict with the local playhouse proprietors, and 
finally to its resplendent glory of the present 
day. 

The Hon. Austin Scott, Mayor of the city, 
followed next on the program, with a toast of 
“Our City.” Dr. Scott’s words were most 
befitting and thoroughly appropriate to the 
musical reunion. “‘My thoughts this evening 
are inspired by the words of your honorable 
National President and my long time friend 
Monsignor O’Grady. Our city of New 
Brunswick, gentlemen, is a thrifty one and 
our true sentiments are as Webster stated of 
his college, ‘Small, but we love it.” But you 
should see New Brunswick when she is 
large as she thinks she is.” 

The Mayor recalled his musical experience 
in Germany, referring impressingly to Wag- 
ner’s opera “Rheingold,” drawing it on a 
parallel with the Biblical story of the prophet 
Ezekiel in the valley of blanched bones. Dr. 
Scott’s toast was well received. 

Frank Carothers, the International Presi- 
dent of the A. F. of M., dwelt upon “Our 
Organization.” All musicians will appreciate 
the following remark made by the speaker: 
“While on the train coming out to Brunswick, 
I consulted my assistant, Mr. Gamble, as to 
the toast assigned to me, what I would ap- 
propriately say, etc. Mr. Gamble retorted, 
‘Vamp to the sign and jump to the Coda!l’” 

In the convention of the A. F. of M. at 
Des Moines recently, after the then-President 
Weber absolutely refused to accept the can- 
didacy again for the chair, the air was 
charged with electricity, the lightning struck 
and it was I. With the loyal support and 
backing of my worthy assistants and officers 
of the Federation, together with 75,000 noble 
members totaling 680 Locals to aid me, I 
shall go to the convention in San Francisco 
in 1915, impart to the delegates 
message that ‘All is welll’” 


and 
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President Carothers, when interviewed by a 
Home News reporter, relative to his first im- 
pression of New Brunswick, remarked, “It 
gives a strong evidence of progressiveness, 
true citizenship, hospitality and pride, all 
which agree so consistently with the slogan 
of my home city, ‘Making the city a good 
place to live in.’” 

To make a worthy mention of some of 
Monsignor O’Grady’s eloquent remarks upon 
his toast, “Music in Relation to Parks,” the 
following are most impressive: “I am 
pleased to know that we are going to have 
music in our parks, as is done in Mexico and 
the great cities of Europe. Music is an in- 
centive to the higher emotions. Not one cit- 
izen of New Brunswick is there who does not 
throb and thrill at the wonderful and divine 
gift of harmony. As it has been said, ‘The 
art came from the harmony of the mind of 
God.’ It came when God first created the 
choir of Angels, who adored Him with their 
‘Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord God of Hosts.’ In 
the hours of the morning one hears that 
beautiful song of the lark, as it has been my 
privilege to hear it often in Palestine, and 
even in the hours of solemn night, does the 
nightingale impart superb harmony. If we 
have no music in our souls, we are fit for 
murder.” 

The revered priest spoke of his experiences 
in Egypt and finally emphasized the fact the 
national emblem of Erin, his country has ever 
revered that God-given gift, music, and has 
symbolized it accordingly with a golden harp. 
“Let this not only be the land of the free and 
the home of the brave, but also the land of 
Son,” concluded the speaker. 

Edward Burt, of the Board of Aldermen, 
spoke and heartily lauded the press for its 
exposition of good and evil. It was a brief 
but sincere toast. 

John L. Frank, President of the Central At- 
lantic States Conference, A. F. of M., and 
Thomas Gamble, assistant to the President, 
followed with excellent remarks of admira- 
tion of New Brunswick and its musical talent.
